A train o f ev en ts begin n in g 
Ju ly 15 has led so me o bserv ers 
to the co n clu sio n that the co n ­ 
feren ce has been u p staged. 


On that day Presiden t Nix o n 
an n o u n ced he wo u ld go to Pek ­ 
in g befo re n ex t 
May . 
Two 
week s later, Han o i Po litbu ro 
member Le Du e Tho retu rn ed 
ho me fro m Paris, where he had 
been “adv isin g” the No rth Viet­ 
n amese delegatio n to the talk s. 


On Sep t. 16 it was an n o u n ced 
that Mrs. Ngu y en Thi Bin h, the 
Viet Co n g fo reign min ister an d 
leader o f their delegatio n , had 


go n e to So u th Vietn am to co n ­ 
su lt o ther Viet Co n g leaders. 


Last 
Tu esday , 
Nix o n 
an ­ 
n o u n ced he was go in g to Mo s­ 
co w in late May . On Thu rsday , 
Xu an Thu y , chief o f the No rth 
Vietn amese delegatio n , wen t to 
East German y o n a “p riv ate” 
v isit after missin g three ses­ 
sio n s o f the p eace talk s. He is 
said to be su fferin g fro m flu 
an d asthma. 


The gen eral o p in io n in the 
co rrido rs o f the in tern atio n al 
co n feren ce cen ter is that Nix o n 
has p re-emp ted the co n feren ce 


by decidin g to go to Pek in g an d 
Mo sco w. 
So me o bserv ers defected co n ­ 
cern amo n g the Vietn amese 
Co mmu n ist delegates that Nix ­ 
o n will attemp t to mak e a deal 
with Mo sco w an d Pek in g o v er 
the heads o f Han o i an d the Viet 
Co n g. This is dep site co n tin u in g 
v erbal an d material su p p o rt fo r 
the No rth Vietn amese an d Viet 
Co n g by their two to p allies. 
U.S. Ambassado r William J. 
Po rter seemed to be try in g to 
fire u p this real o r imagin ed 
fear o f the Vietn amese Co mmu ­ 
n ists Thu rsday . He to ld n ews­ 


men with an almo st satified air 
that he had “the feelin g they ’re 
a little bit bo thered by in ter­ 
n atio n al ev en ts,” mean in g Nix ­ 
o n ’s trav el schedu le. 
The U.S. delegatio n ’s o fficial 
stan d is that the p eace talk s re­ 
main the best p o ssible n ego tiat­ 
in g aren a an d that there is n o 
attemp t to do wn grade the co n - 
fern ce.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
iden t Nix o n fo rmally created 
to day the Pay Bo ard an d Price 
Co mmissio n which will carry 
o u t his n ew eco n o mic stabiliza­ 
tio n p ro gram o n ce the cu rren t 
wage-p rice freeze ex p ires. 
The White Ho u se made p u blic 
an ex ecu tiv e o rder in which 
Nix o n sp elled o u t the resp o n si­ 
bilities o f the p o werfu l n ew 
bo dies. 
In additio n it released o rders 
by Secretary o f the Treasu ry 
Jo hn B. Co n n ally , actin g as 
chairman o f the Co st o f Liv in g 
Co u n cil, delegatin g sp ecific au - 


tho rity fro m the co u n cil to the 
co mmissio n an d the bo ard. 
Co n n ally wro te: “ ... the Pay 
Bo ard, actin g thro u gh its chair­ 
man , shall establish criteria, 
stan dards, an d imp lemen tatio n 
p ro cedu res design ed to stabilize 
wages an d salaries within the 
gen eral eco n o mic stabilizatio n 
go als an d co v erage determ in a­ 
tio n dev elo p ed by the co u n cil.” 
Do n ald Ru msfeld, p residen ­ 
tial co u n selo r an d directo r o f 
the Co st o f Liv in g Co u n cil, to ld 
rep o rters he ex p ected Nix o n to

The Dix o n Park Bo ard was ask ed to abide by state 
law in gran tin g Dix o n State Scho o l residen ts the right to 
swimmin g p riv ileges at the city mu n icip al p o o l, at their 
meetin g last n ight at Park Bo ard o ffices. Mak in g the re­ 
q u est was Jam es Ho hm, recreatio n su p erv iso r fo r the 
scho o l. Ho hm cited a 1958 p ark bo ard o rdin an ce which 
ban s the residen ts’ p articip atio n an d two ho u se bills 
p assed by the 77th Gen eral Assembly in Au gu st which fo r­ 
bid discrimin atio n by race, co lo r, creed o r p hy sical o r 
men tal han dicap s. 
The bo ard tabled the req u est fo r fu rther discu ssio n 
an d in v ited DSS Su p erin ten den t Dav id Edelso n to their 
Dec. 9 meetin g. Bo ard Atto rn ey William Gu n n er to ld the 
gatherin g that he wan ted mo re co mmitmen ts fro m the 
scho o l regardin g the n u mber o f residen ts that wo u ld be 
p articip atin g an d the ty p e o f su p erv isio n av ailable. Gu n ­ 
n er ask ed that the n u mber be limited to eight residen ts at 
an y o n e time, which was an swered by a p ro fo u n d “n o ” 
fro m Ho hm. 
The DSS has a p o o l o n their gro u n ds measu rin g 16 ’ by 
24 ’, altho u gh the deep est p o in t is bu t three feet. Ho hm re­ 
lated a three-p hase p ro gram where residen ts wo u ld first 
be started at the gro u n ds p o o l, then tak en to the YMCA 
p o o l, which will be ren ted fo r fo u r ho u rs p er week . At this 
p o in t, an d befo re they were admitted to the city p o o l, they 
wo u ld be certified by scho o l o fficials an d able to tak e care 
o f themselv es in the water. 
Altho u gh he wo u ld giv e n o ex act n u mber o f residen ts 
p articip atin g, Ho hm p ro mised the bo ard a bu slo ad wo u ld 
n o t be bro u ght in . He said the select gro u p wo u ld be ac­ 
co mp an ied by a therap ist. Befo re leav in g the bo ard ro o m, 
Ho hm ask ed the bo ard to tak e their o rdin an ce o ff the 
bo o k s 
It was assu med that Ho hm mean t that if this av en u e 
was n o t tak en , legal actio n wo u ld fo llo w.

temp o rary u p su rge o f p rices” 
is p o ssible when Presiden t Nix ­ 
o n ’s 9 0-day freeze en ds an d the 
Phase 2 p rice-wage co n tro ls be­ 
gin . Bu t this su rge will be 
brief, he p ro mised. 
Herbert Stein , a member o f 
the Presiden t’s Co u n cil o f Eco ­ 
n o mic Adv isers an d head o f the 
task fo rce o n Phase 2 co n tro ls, 
to ld the Bu sin ess Co u n cil that 
the admin istratio n ’s go al o f a 
two to three p er cen t in flatio n 
rate by the en d o f 19 72—less 
than half the recen t rate—is a 
realistic ex p ectatio n . 
“The go al o f a two to three 
p er cen t av erage rate o f in ­ 
flatio n o bv io u sly can n o t 
be 
tran slated in to a stan dard o f 
p ermissible 
p rice 
in creases 
which allo ws ev ery o n e to raise 
his p rices two to three p er 
c e n t/’ Stein to ld the mo re than 
100 co rp o ratio n heads. 
“There are u n do u btedly so me 
p rices which will hav e to be 
allo wed to rise by mo re than 
two to three p er cen t; in that 
case so me will hav e to rise 
less, if we are to achiev e the 


go al.”

“So me wage rates will o b­ 
v io u sly hav e to rise mo re than 
the av erage an d so me less ... 
an d n o bo dy sho u ld thin k that 
ju st becau se he sees so me 
wage in creases far abo v e a to l­ 
erable av erage the sy stem is 
break in g do wn ,” Stein said. 
An adv iso ry p an el o f eco n o ­ 
mists, rep o rtin g to the Bu sin ess 
Co u n cil, fo recast a mo derately 
stro n g p ick u p in the eco n o mic 
reco v ery ,carry in g real p ro du c­ 
tio n to a gain o f fiv e p er cen t in 
19 72. 
The fo recast, p rep ared befo re 
Nix o n an n o u n ced his Phase 2 
co n tro ls, in clu ded a slo win g o f 
in flatio n to between three an d 
fo u r p er cen t.

The Doctor Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb — From 19 54 
to about 19 59 my wife suffered 
from sev ere sinus headaches, 
som etim es accom panied by 
infections of the posterior eth- 
moids and sphenoid. An M.D. 
suspected an allergy and pre­ 
scribed capsules which reliev ed 
the headaches. She continued to 
take this medicine and I began 
to worry about the continued 
use of it. A v isit to another 
doctor produced the familiar, 
“ Mmmmm—nothing we can 
do. J ust continue with 
the 
medicine. I’ll send my bill.” 
Thereafter my wife searched 
sy stem atically for the food that 
might be the cause of her 
misery . She did find it; it was 
y east. Any foods containing 
y east caused recurrence of the 
headaches. 
Do y ou hav e any clue as to 
what substance in the y east 
might be the cause of the 
allergy ? Is there any thing that 
a person can add to homemade 
bread, for instance, that might 
neutralize 
the 
allergy - 
producing effect? My wife can 


eat baking-powder biscuits, 
soda bread, etc, that are made 
without y east. 
Dear Reader — Your wife 
was v ery clev er to find out she 
was allergic to y east. 
There are about three things 
y ou can do for allergies—av oid 
the agent cuasing the problem 
(in this instance y east), take 
medicine to prev ent the reac­ 
tion to the offending agent — 
which is what y our doctor 
prescribed—or in some cases it 
is possible to desensitize the 
person with a series of shots of 
the offending substance. 
There is nothing y our wife 
could put in the bread. Of 
course, she could take an an- 
tihistam inic with the bread 
but that is essentially what y our 
doctor did for her and ap­ 
parently she wanted to av oid 
that. On the practical side, why 
doesn’t she now go 
to 
an 
allergist and see if she could 
undergo desensitization? That 
might solv e her problem. 
HERE IS GOOD NEWS for 
people who hav e lost their v oice 
because of cancer of the lary nx .

Some 
patients hav e been trained to 
use “ esophageal speech” by 
burping up gas, which has not 
been as effectiv e as one might 
wish. In 15 cases with remov al 
of the v oice box and fashioning 
a new one at one operation the 
patients were all able to talk in 
three to four weeks after the 
operation.

v ille. He said the bills may be 
the mo st co nstitu tio nally ac­ 
ceptable befo re the Senate, bu t 
he said it is “so po o rly drafted 
that its imperfectio ns make it 
u nwo rkable.” 
Oppo nents argu ed the bills 
make it po ssible fo r u se in 
teaching no nsecu lar su bjects.

Fish killed for 
restocking at 
marina pond 


To insu re go o d fishing co ndi­ 
tio ns at the Sterling Park Dis­ 
trict Marina fishing po nd, the 
Illino is Department o f Co nser­ 
v atio n made a kill o n the po nd 
Wednesday . 
District Fish Bio lo gist T. Mil­ 
ler o f Orego n and Area Fish 
Bio lo gist Leo Ro ck o f Sterling 
co mpleted the o peratio n o f u s­ 
ing ro teno ne to kill o ff the ro u gh 
fish fo r sto cking pu rpo ses. 
Ro teno ne is a chemical which 
redu ces the o x y gen co ntent o f 
the water, making the entire in­ 
habitants o f the po nd co me to 
the su rface. 
Ju st abo u t ev ery v ariety o f 
fish imaginable came to the 
su rface o f the po nd, inclu ding 
sheephead, bu ffalo , carp, shad, 
blu e gill, cro ppie, catfish, 
striped bass, and su nfish, to 
name a few. Pro bably the larg­ 
est nu mber killed were carp, 
bu ffalo and dru m, which are 
ro u gh fish. 
Acco rding to Miller, the park 
district m arina po nd will be re­ 
sto cked y et this fall fro m the 
Spring Gro v e Fish Hatchery . 
Miller stated the Department o f 
Co nserv atio n will 
sto ck the 
fishing area with large-mo u th 
bass, red ear su nfish, blu e gill 
and channel catfish. The chan­ 
nel catfish will co me fro m a 
federal hatchery and will be pu t 
into the po nd nex t spring while 
the rem ainder o f the species 
will be pu t in the po nd y et this 
fall. 
Miller stated the fish sto cked 
this fall sho u ld be a game fish 
size by late su mmer o r early 
fall o f 19 72, especially the blu e 
gills, which m atu re at a rapid 
rate. 
It is impo rtant, acco rding to 
Miller and Ro ck, that the po nd 
do es no t beco me co ntaminated 
by irrespo nsible indiv idu als 
pu tting ro u gh fish back into the 


po nd. 
Park District o fficials will 
hav e the area po sted to remind 
patro ns that fish cau ght o n the 
harbo r side sho u ld no t be to ssed 
into the po nd. 
This fishing po nd at the m a­ 
rina sho u ld pro v ide so me real 
fu n fo r y o u ng and o ld alike 
when the m arina o pens nex t 
spring. Fishing gear and li­ 
censes will be av ailable fo r sale 
at the Harbo r Ho u se. The fish­ 
ing po nd will be restricted to 
wo rm o r night-crawler bait so 
as no t to co ntaminate the area. 
The Sterling Park District 
Bo ard o f Co mmissio ners wo u ld 
like to thank the fish bio lo gists, 
Ro ck and Miller, and the State 
o f Illino is, Department o f Co n­ 
serv atio n, fo r their effo rts in 
making still ano ther recrea­ 
tio nal o u tlet at the m arina fo r 
pu blic u sage.

STERLING — Need to attack 
the cau ses, rather than the 
sy mpto ms, o f mental illness 
was the message bro u ght to the 
fifth annu al meeting o f the 
Sinnissippi 
M ental 
Health 
Center at the Ho liday Inn here 
last night by gu est speaker 
Charles W. McDo nald. 
M cDo nald, 
a 
nativ e 
Au stralian, has been directo r o f 
the Tennessee 
Re-Edu catio n 
Pro gram at Nashv ille fo r the 
Tennessee 
D epartm ent 
o f 
Mental Health since 19 66. 
“ It is do ing u s little go o d,” he 
said, “ to tre a t peo ple fo r 
m ental 
and 
em o tio nal 
distu rbances and then retu rn 
them to the same env iro nment 
which created their pro blems in 
the first place.” 
McDo nald po inted o u t that no 
o ne was bo rn “crazy .” “Ev ery ­ 
thing we are able to do , su ch as 
walk and talk, and the way we 
behav e,” he ex plained, “is all 
learned as we gro w fro m in­ 
fancy .” 
Admitting that treatm ent o f 
the mentally ill is necessary , 
McDo nald po ints o u t that ju st 
as v ital is an attack o n the 
cau ses. 
“ M ental health sta rts at 
ho me, in the neighbo rho o d and 
in the co mmu nity ,” he said. 
M cDo nald illu strated his 
po int with case histo ries o f two 
o f the children he has dealt with 
in his research wo rk in Nash­ 
v ille. One bo y , a three-y ear-o ld, 
was co nsidered to tally u nco n­ 
tro llable. Ev ery time he wo u ld 
no t get his way he threw a 
tantru m . His parents, go o d 
parents, acco rding to Mc­ 
Do nald, fearing he wo u ld inju re

himself in a tantru m , alway s 
gav e in to him. 
when the 
parents learned what they were 
do ing, the behav io r o f the bo y 
changed within three weeks. 
Ano ther case histo ry co n­ 
cerned an au tistic bo y , nine 
y ears o ld. He co u ld no t speak, 
was no t to ilet-trained and acted 
like an animal. 
Three mo nths o f steady wo rk 
at the center pro v ed fru itless

is down slightly 


S P R IN G F IE L D - 
Game 
biologists from the Illinois 
Department of Conservation 
have made their final count of 
upland game species in Illinois. 
Population checks were made 
of rabbits, pheasants and quail 
in order to estimate what kind 
of hunting year Illinois sport­ 
smen will have. 
“ The forecast is favorable for 
rabbit and quail hunters,” said 
Jim Lockart, supervisor of the 
division of wildlife resources 
for the department. “ However, 
pheasant hunters will find the 
population down from last 
year.” 
Winter carryover counts for 
rabbits in the northern range of 
the state indicated a rabbit 
population the same or slightly 
lower 
than 
in 
1970. 
The 
breeding season counts gave 
about 
the 
ssme 
picture. 
However, production counts 
showed an increase. 
In the southern half of the 
state the winter counts were 
also lower than in 1970, and the 
breeding season counts showed 
a population about the same as 
in 1970. The production counts 
showed a marked increase in 
the number of rabbits. 
“ Statewide, we estimate a 
slight increase in the number of 
rabbits, Lockart said. “ We are 
still below the 1955 through 1964 
average and way below the 
high of the late 1950s. From our 
census runs it looks as though 
the best hunting will be in those 
counties from Macoupin and 
Jersey on the southwest to 
Hancock and McDonough on 
the northwest.” 
Rangewide, the number of 
breeding pheasant hens was 
almost exactly the same as in 
1970. It was about the same as 
the 1965-1969 average but about 
25 per cent befow the recent 
high of 1963-64. Production of 
young in the main range of 
central and east central Illinois 
was about 25 to 30 per cent less 
than in 1970. In the area south 
and southwest of the main 
range production was better 
than in 1970 by about 25 per 
cent. The far north also showed 
an improvement over last 
year’s count. 
“ We have at least 10 per cent 
fewer birds than we had in 1970 
throughout the state,” said 
Lockart. “ We have about the 
same number of young birds as 
the 1965 through 1969 average, 
and probably 25 to 30 per cent 
less than the 1963-64 high. The 
best hunting will probably be 
south and southwest of what 
has for years been considered 
the main pheasant range.” 
Winter 
carryover 
quail 
counts indicated a population 
about the same as in 1970. 
However, in the major quail 


range there was a significant 
drop in number from the 
previous year. 
Call counts in the major quail 
range indicated a breeding 
population 20 to 25 per cent 
lower 
than 
in 
1970. 
The 
breeding population in the 
northern range was about the 
same 
as 
last 
year. 
The 
statewide breeding population 
was about 20 per cent lower 
than in 1970 and about 25 per 
cent lower than in 1968-69 high. 
It was almost the same as the 
1955 through 1969 average. 
“ Our production reports are 
still incomplete,” Lockart said. 
“ However, there may be a few 
more young birds in the main 
quail range and also in the 
north. The northwest seems to 
be up considerably from 1970. 
Statewide, we probably will 
have much the same quail 
population as as last year.” 
“ Quail hunters will probably 
find about the same number of 
birds as last year and, as usual, 
the best hunting will be in the 
south and southwest.” 
Statewide, there were more 
breeding doves in Illinois than 
in 1970. July counts, which are 
considered good indicators of 
the population of doves, were 20 
to 25 per cent higher than in 
1970. The August count showed 
a marked increase over 1970 in 
all 
but 
the 
northernmost 
counties. 
Overall, we estimate that we 
have about 10 per cent more 
doves than we had last year,” 
Lockart 
said. 
“ The 
dove 
hunters should have had much 
better luck than they did last 
year, 
cool 
weather 
w ill 
probably soon drive south most 
of the doves remaining in the 
state.”

Designed for y esterd ay ’s 
roads and horse and bu ggy 
traffic, rem aining cov ered 
bridges are being threatened by 
modern highway constru ction 
Baby lon Bridge 
Early records rev eal the u se 
of a cov ered bridge in Baby lon 
in 78 3 B.C. In 1333, two cov ered 
bridges ex isted in Switzerland, 
the Chap el Bridge and the 
Dance of Death Bridge. Two 
more bridges were bu ilt across 
the Rhine Riv er by two Swiss 
carp enters in 175 6 and 175 8 . 
The first cov ered bridge in 
the United States was con­ 
stru cted in the Philadelp hia 
area in 18 05 , and the stru ctu res 
soon became p op u lar in Ohio. 
Indiana. Illinois, Iowa and 
Wisconsin, states that were 
called the “ Crossroads of 
America.” 
Sev eral ty p es of tru sses were 
u sed in bu ilding the bridges. 
The simp lest was the king p ost 
which any carp enter cou ld 
bu ild to sp an a 35 to 40 foot 
stream. 
The Bu rr tru ss, a large arch 
u sed in many Illinois bridges, 
was p atented in 18 17, and the 
Lattice tru ss, cap able of a 150 
foot sp an, was dev elop ed and 
p atented in 18 20. Iron tension 
rods were u sed in the Howe 
tru ss, also p atented in 18 20. 
Althou gh the arriv al of the 
“ iron a g e ” 
and railro ads 
discou raged the bu ilding of 
cov ered bridges bey ond the 
midwest, the nation still has 
ap p rox im ately 
1,200 
su ch 
bridges in u sable condition. 
One of the most interesting is 
the bridge ov er the St. Josep h 
Riv er at Mottsv ille, Mich. Bu ilt 
in 18 67, it is constru cted of 
white wood and black walnu t 
hand-hewn timbers, and was 
sold for $15 0 in 1921. Bridges 
were bu ilt at Grand Rap ids,
